Dr. James Lawson, the Methodist 
minister who says he will marry James 
Earl Ray and Anna Sandhu, says he will 
do it “because that’s what Martin Luther 
King would do." 

Dr. Lawson, who was pastor of 
Centenary Methodist Church in Memphis 
when Dr. King was shot to death in 1968, 
is now minister of a church in Los 
Angeles. 

“Yes, 1 agreed to rparry them.” Dr.
